SOLDIERS RESTORE 


ORDER AT PEKING 


Three Thousand Foreign Troops 


on Duty in City. 


Peking, March 4 
About eight hun­ 
dred foreign troops patrolled the out­ 
skirts of the legation quai ter for three 
hours, blit there were no disturbances. 
There are now 3,000 foreign troops in 
Peking and the natives feel safe Five 
thousand Japanese troops have been 
ordered from Bort Arthur to Tientsin, 
where there are only 1,500 foreign sol­ 
diers. 
Most of Yuan Shi Kai's troops left 
Pskiag for Paotlngfu to suppress the 
mutiny. 
The cannonading heard Sat­ 
urday was caused by an attack by the 
mutineers on Tungehow, which was 
occupied and sacked. 
The homes of 
many nobles and princes in Peking 
have been looted. 
More than IOO exe­ 
cutions have taken place. 
For most 
part the victim s were civilians and in­ 
cluded six women. 
Apparently the au­ 
thorities are afraid 
to execute sol­ 
diers. 
A large detachment of the En n isk il­ 
len fusileers went to Fungtat to re­ 
lieve the Somersets, who returned to 
Peking 
The cutting of communica­ 
tion with Tientsin was the work of a 
French railw ay employe, who discon­ 
nected a portion of the bridge on Sat­ 
urday. 
This was forced out of posi­ 
tion with levers, but the single line of 
railw ay was restored, thus enabling 
2,000 
Manchu troops to proceed 
to 
Paotingfu. 
As the railw ay between Peking and 
Tientsin is again open the two hun­ 
dred Am erican troops of the Fifteen 'll 
infantry, under M ajor Jam es M. Ar 
rowsmith arrived here.
